Case Remanded in 1920. 

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion handed 
down in St. Louis in March, 1920, re- 
versed the verdict by which Mrs. 
Stokes, wealthy New York Socialist, 
was convicted in Kansas City, in 
June, 1918, of violating the espion- 
age act and was sentenced to 10 


years’ imprisonment. It remanded 
the case for a new trial. 

The ground of the Appellate 
Court’s judgment fas that the 


charge given to the jury by Dis- 
trict Judge A. S.. Van Valkenburgh 
was prejudicial to the defendant. 

The Appellate Court held that 
“there was substantial evidence at 
the trjal in support of the verdict 
against the defendant.” It declared 
that Judge Van Valkenburgh acted 
correctly in overruling a motion to 
take the case from the jury, and in 
overruling various demurrers of- 
fered by the defense, but that he 
went too far in his charge to the 
jury. 

Indicted on Letter. 

The specific act for which Mrs. 
Stokes was indicted was the writing 
of a communication to the Kansas 
City Star, explaining utterances in 
her public speeches in and near Kan- 
sas City. In this letter, Mrs. Stokes 
said: 

“No Government which is for the 
profiteers can also be for the people. 
I am for the people, while the Gov- 
ernment is for the profiteers.”

Vital d’Arzac, a Toulouse news- 
paper man covering. the trial, left 
the court room in the middle of this 
afternoon's session, telling his com- 
rades the case was driving him crazy. 
He went to his hotel and shot him- 
self in the head with a revolver, dy- 
ing almost immediately. 

The strain of the trial is beginning 
to tell on Landru, who displayed con- 
siderable temper in answering the 
court's questions when asked as in 
the case of the five previous alleged 
victims, what had become of Madame 
Co 

‘That is none of your business,” the 
accused replied in a high pitched 
voice. ‘That is a private matter with 
which justice is not concerned.” 

Says He Kept a Canteen. 

Asked to explain an entry of 500 
francs in his famous notebook under 
the date of Madame Collomb’'s disap- 
pearance, Landru said this sum was 
the product of the sale of a travel- 
ing canteen he had kept behind the 
American army for a few weeks.

Official Text of Balfour's Address 
Accepting Hughes’ Naval Proposal 


Aasoc Ss. 
as WASHINGTON, Nov. 15. 
HE official text of Arthur Bal- 
four’s address at today’s ses- 
sion of the armament conference, 
follows: 

“Mr. Chairman—yYou have in- 
vited those who desire to continue 
the discussion which began on Sat- 
urday last. I think it would be 
very unfortunate if we were to al- 
low the events of Saturday to pass

on the part of those to whom you, - 


Mr. Chairman, addressed your 
speech and if, for a reason which 
I shall venture to explain in a mo- 
ment, I am the first to take up the 
challenge, it is because of all the 
Powers here assembled, the coun- 
try which £ represent is, as every- 
body knows, the most intimately 
interested in’all naval questions. 

“Statesmen of all countries are 
beginning to discover that the la- 
bors and difficulties of peace are 
almost as arduous and require al- 
most as great qualities as those 
which are demanded for the con- 
cuct of a successful war. 

“Nov. 12 New Anniversary.” 

“The struggle; to restore the 
world to the condition of equi- 
librium s@ _ violently interfered 
with by five years of war, is one 
that taxes and must tax the ef- 
forts of everybody. And I con- 
gratulate you, if 1 may, Mr. Chair- 
man, on the fact that you have 
added the new anniversary which 
will heneeforth be celebrated in 
connection with this movement 
toward reconstruction, in the same 
spirit in which we welcomed the 
anniversary celebrated only a‘few 
hours ago, as the day on which 
hostilities came to an end. 
the lith of November, in 
minds of the allied and associated 
Powers—in the minds, perhaps. 
not less of all the neutrals—if that 
date is imprinted on _ grateful 
hearts, I think Nov. 12 will also 
prove to be en anniversary wel- 
comed and thought of in’a grate- 
ful spirit by those who in the fu- 
ture shall look back upow the ar- 
duous struggle now being made 
by the civilized nations of the 
world, not merely to restore pre- 
war conditions, but to see that 
war conditions shall never again 


exist. 
“Shock of Proposals.” 

“T count myself among the for- 
tunate of the earth in that I was 
present, and to that extent had a 
share ig the proceedings of last 
Saturday. They were memcrabl? 
indeed. The secret was admirably 
kept. I hope that all the secrets, 
so long as they ought to be secrets. 
of our discussions, will be as well 
kept. In my less sanguine mood 
I have doubts. But, however that 
may be, the secret in this case was 
most admirably kept, and I lis- 
tened to a speech which I thought 
eloquent, appropriate, in every 
way a fitting prelude to the work 
of the conference which was about 
to open, or which indeed had ben 
opened by the President, witiout 
supposing that anything very Jira- 
matic laid behind. And suddenly 
I became aware, as I suppose all 
present became aware, that they 
were assisting not merely at an 
eloquent and admirable speech, 
but at a great historical evenr. It 
was led up to with such art, the 
transition seemed so natural, that 
when the blow fell, when the 
speaker uttered the memorable 
words, which have- now gone 
round and found an echo in ev- 
ery quarter of the civilized worid. 
it came as a shock of profound 
surprise; it excited the sort of 
emotions we have when some 
wholly new event suddenly svrings 
into view, and we felt that a new 
chapter in the history of world 
reconstruction had been worthily 
¢ pened. 

Reason for Speaking First. 

“Mr. Chairman, the absolute sim- 
plicity of the procedure, the easy 
transition and the great dramatic 
elimax were the perfection of art, 
which shows that the highest art 
and the most perfect simplicity 
are very often, indeed very com- 
monly, combined. 

“Now, I said I would explain, if 
I was allowed, why I venture to 
rise first today to deal with the 
subject which is in all our hearts. 
As I have hinted, it is because the 
British empire, and Great Britain, 
these {wo together, are more pro- 
foundly concerned with all that 
touches matters naval than it is 
possible for any other nation to be, 
and this is not, believe me, for any 
reasons of ambition, nor for any 
reasons drawn from history or 
tradition, but from the hard, bru- 
tal necessities of plain and obvious 
facts. 
Relation of Positiona. 

“There never has been in the 
histotry of the world a great em- 
pire constituted as the British em- 
pire is. It is a fact no doubt fa- 
miliar to everybody whom I am 
addressing at the present mement, 
but has every whom I am address- 
ing imaginatively conceived pre- 
cisely what the situation of the 
British empire is in this connec- 
tion? 

“Most of my audience are citizens 
of the United States. The United 
States stands solid, impregnable, 
self-sufficient, all its lines of com- 
mu tion protected, doubly pro- 

completely protected from 
any conceivable hostile act. It 
not merely that you are 110,000, 
000 of population; it is not that you 
are the wealthiest country in the 
world, it is that the whole config- 
uration of your country, the geo- 
graphicil position of your country, 
is such that you are wholly tm- 


case, the British empire is sub- 
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ject. 
Britain's Food Problem. 

“Supposing for examplé, that 
your Western States, for whose 
safety you aré responsible, were 
suddenly removed 10,000 miles 
across the sea. Supposing that 
you found that the very heart of 
your empire, the very heart of this 
great state, was a small, a crowded 
island, depending for overseas 
trade not merely, not chiefly for 
its luxuries, but depending upon 
overseas communication for the 
raw material of those manu- 
factures by which its superabund- 
ant population. lives; depending 
upon the same overseas communi- 
cation for the food upon which 
they subsist. Supposing it was a 
familiar thought in your minds 
that there never were at any mo- 
ment of the year within the limits 
of your state more than seven 
weeks’ food for the population, 
and that that food had to be re- 
plenished by overseas communica- 
tions. Then, if you will draw that 
picture, and if you will see all that 
it implies and all that it carries 
with it, you will understand why 
it ig that every citizen of the 
British Empire, whether he comes 
from thé far dominions of the Pa- 
cific or whether he lives in the 
Small island on the North Sea, 
never can forget that it is by sea 
communications that he lives and 
that without sea communications 
he and the empire to which he be- 
longs would perish. 

Not Professing Weakness. 

“Now, ladies and gentlemen, do 
not suppose that I am uttering 
laments over the weakness of my 
empire. Far from it. We are 
strong, I hope,¢in the vigorous life 
of its constituent parts. We are 
strong, I hope, in the ardent pa- 
triotism which binds us all to- 
gether. But this strategic weak- 
ness is obvious to everybody who 
reflects; it is present in the minds 
of our enemies, if we have ene- 
mies. Do not let it be forgotten 
by our friends. 

“These reflections with your 
kindness I have indulged in in or- 
der to explain why it is that I am 
addressing you at the present time. 
We have had to consider and we 
have considered the great scheme 
laid before you by our chairman. 
We have considered it with ad- 
miration and approval. We agree 
with it in spirit and in principle. 
We look to it as.being the basis of 
the greatest reform in the matter 
of armament and preparation for 
war that has ever been conceived 
or carried out by the courage and 
patriotism of statesmen. 
pretend, of course—it 
folly to pretend—that this or any 
other scheme, by whatever genius 
it may have been contrived, can 
deal with every subject; can cover 
the whole ground of international 
reconstruction. It would be folly 
to make the attempt and it would 
be folly to pretend that the at- 
tempt has yet been made in any 
single scheme, as was most clear- 
ly explained by the Secretary 
State on Saturday. The scheme 
deals, and deals only, with three 
nations, which own the largest 
fleets at present in the world. It 
therefore, of necessity, omits all 
consideration for the time being of 
those European nations who have 
diminished their fleets, and who 
at present have no desire, and lL 
hope never will have any desire, to 
own fleets beyond the necessities 
that national honor and national 
defense require. 

land Armaments. 

“Again, it does mot touch a 
question which every man coming 
from Europe must feel to be a 
question of immense and almost 
paramount importance. I mean 
the heavy burden of land arma- 
ments That Is left on one side, 
to be dealt with by other schemes 
and in other ways. What it does 
is surely one of the biggest things 
that has ever yet been done by 
constructive statesmanship. It 
does deal with the three great 
fleets: of the world, and in the 
broad spirit in which it deals with 
those fleets in the proportion of 
disarmament, which it lays down 
for those fleets, the Government 
of the country which I represent 
is in the fullest and the heartiest 
sympathy with the policy which 
the United States have brought 
before us for our consideration. 
They have, as we think, most 
rightly, taken the battle fleet as 
the aggressive unit which they 
have in the main to consider, and 
in the battle fleet you must fnclude 
those auxiliary ships without 
which a modern battle fleet has 
neither eyes nor ears, has little 
power of defense against certain 
forms of attack, and little power 
of observation; little power of 
dealing with any equal foe to 
which it may be opposed. 

“Proposals Acceptable.” 

“Taking those two as really be- 
longing te one subject, namely the 
battle fleet, taking those two, the 
battleships themselves and the 
vessels auxiliary and necessary to 
a battle fleet, we think that the 
proportion between these various 
countries is acceptable; we 
think the limitation or amounts is 
acceptable; we think it should be 
accepted; we firmly believe that 
it will be accepted. 

“In my view the message which 
was sent around the world on Sat- 
urday is not a message which is 
going to be received by those most 
concerned with cool approbation. 
I believe it is going to be re- 
ceived by them with warm, hearty 
approval, and with every effort 
at full, loyal and complete co- 
operation. 
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‘ “] think it would be ill fitting 
on such an occasion as this if I 
were to attempt to go into any de- 
fails. There are questions—and 
have no doubt that the Secretary 
of State, our chairman, would be 
the first to tell us—that there are 
details which can only be adc- 
quately dealt with in eommittee, 
At the first glance, for example— 
and I give it merely as an example 
—our experts are inclined to think 
that perhaps too large an amount 
of tonnage has been permitted for 
submarines. Submarines are @ 
class of vessels most easily abused 
in their use an@ which, nm fact, in 
the tate war, were most grossly 
abused. We quite admit that prob- 
ably the submarine is the defens- 
ive weapon, properly usec, of 
the weak, and that it would 
be impossible, or, if possible 
it might well be thought undesir- 
able, to abolish them altogether. 
But the amount of submarine ton- 
nage permitted by the new scheme 
is far im excess, I believe, of the 
tonnage possessed by any nation at 
the present moment, and I only 
throw it out as a suggestion that 
it may be well worth considering 
whether that tonnage should not 
be further limited, and whether, 
in addition to limiting the amount 
of the tonnage, it might ‘not be 
practicable, desirable, to forbid 
altogether the construction of 
those vast submarines of great size 
where they are not intended for 
defense, which are not the weapon 
of the weaker party. whose whole 
purpose is attack and whose whole 
purpose is probably attack by 
methods which civilized nations 
would regard with horror. 
Question of Replacement. 

“However, there may be other 
questions of detail, questions con- 
nected with replacement, ques- 
tions connected © with cruisers 
which are not connected with or 
required for fleet action. But 
those are matters for considera- 
tion by the technical experts, and 
however they be decided, they do 
not touch the main outline of the 
structure which the United States 
Government desire erected and 
which we earnestly wish to help 
them in erecting. 

“That structure stands as it 
seems to me, clear and firm, and I 
cannot help thinking that in the 
broad outline whatever may hap- 
pen in the course of these discus- 
sions, during the next few weeks, 
that structure will remain as it 
was presented by its origina) 
architects, for the admiration and 
for the use of mankind. 

“I have little more to say ex- 
cept this: It is easy to estimate in 
dollars or in pounds, shillings and 
pence, the saving to the taxpayer 
of each of the nations concerned 
which the adoption of this scheme 
will give. It is easy to show that 
the relief is great. . It is easy to 
show that indirectly it will, as I 
hope and believe, greatly stimu- 
late industry, national and inter- 
national, and do much to diminish 
the difficulties under which every 
civilized government is at this 
time laboring. All that can be 
weighed, maecsured, counted; all 
that is a matter of figures. But 
there is something in this schem=> 
which is above and beyond nu- 
merical calculation. There is 
something which goes to the root. 
which is concerned with the high- 
est international morality. This 
scheme after all—what does ft do? 
It makes idealism a practical 
proposition. 

“It takes hold of the dream 
which reformers, poets, publicists, 
even potentates, as we heard the 
other day, have from time to time 
put before mankind as the goal 
to which human endeavor should 
aspire. 

“A narrative of all the attempts 
made, of all the schemes advanced 
for diminishing the sorrows of 
war, is a melancholy one. Some 
fragments were laid before you by 
our chairman on Saturday. They 
were rot exhilarating. They 
showed how easily it is to make 
professions and how difficult it is 
to carry those professions into 
effect. 1 


This Scheme a Landmark. 


“What makes this scheme a 
landmark is that combined with 
the profession is the practice, that 
in addition to the expression, the 
eloquent expressions of good inten- 
tions, In which the speeches of 
men of all nations have been rich, 
that a way has been found in 
which in the most striking fashion, 
in a manner which must touch the 
imagination of everybody, which 
must come home to the dullest 
brain and the hardest heart, the 
Government of the United States 
has shown their intention not 
merely to say that peace is a sa- 
cred thing, that war is horrible, 
but there is a way by which wars 
can really be diminished, by which 
the burdens of peace, almost as 
intolerable as the burdens of war, 
can really be Hghtened fer the 
populations of the world. And in 
doing that, in doing it in the man- 
ner in which they have done it, in 
striking the imagination not mere- 
ly of the audience they were ad- 
dressing, not merely of the great 
people to whom they belenged, 
but of the whole civilized world, 
in doing that they have, believe 
me, made the first and opening 
Gay of this congress one of the

Dr. Wellington Koo Outlines 
Principles Based on Reha- 
bilitation of China. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—China’s 
delegation to the Washington con- 
ference will present proposals look- 
ing to the settlement of Far Eastern 
problems as far as China is con- 
cerned. based on the following gen- 
eral principles, Dr. Wellington Koo, 
Ambassador to Great Britain and a 
member of the delegation, said yes- 
terday: 

On the rehabilitation of China de- 
pends the peace of the Far East. 

China must be enabled to work out 
its economic salvation through the 
development of the country’s im- 
mense natural resources. 

China’s territorial integrity must 
be guaranteed and safeguarded 
against aggression from other na- 
tions, and further inroads through 
foreign concessions ended. 

China must have absolute political 
independence with freedom from for- 
eign interference. 

Concrete proposals had not been 
framed yet, Dr. Koo said, but would 
await determination of plans of the 
conference to take up the Far East- 
ern situation. 

China has no intention, he con- 
tinued, of being importunate in its 
plan, and will limit proposals to 
what it is believed can be accom-

Building Boom Awaits Cut in Costs, 
Says Wade. 

Festus J. Wade, president of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., speakin»; today 
“Finance In Its Relation to th» 
Ruilding Industry,” at a luncheon 
the, St. Louis HKeal Estate Ex 
change at the American Annex, de- 


clared a great building boom in St. 
Louis awaited only the reduction of 
material prices and wages in the 
building trades. 

“I do not want to be understood 
as advocating going back to the 
price of labor in 1914,” he said, “as 
[ realize that everything is on a 
higher standard. But if a cut of 
20 per cent is made on labor and 2 
corresponding cut on a great many 
of the materials, then we will have 
a building boom in this section of 
the country the like of which we 
hove not had here since the Louis:- 
ana Purchase Exposition. 

Facts as to Costs. 

“There is a general impression 
tiat building materials have beon 
held up to the war prices, but here 
ere the facts,” he continued. “‘Tak- 
ing 1914.4 at 100 per cent, labor 
reached its peak in 1920 at 186 per 
cent, and still remains at 186 per 
cent. Building material reached its 
peak in 1920 at 290 per cent, while 
in 1921 it is reduced to 182 “er 
cent. The average decrease in the 
cost of building in 1921, as com- 
pared with the 1920 peak, is between 
20 and 25 per cent, all due to the 
cecrease in material cost and more 
efficient labor production. alto- 
gether, material has decreased. as a 
whole, about 30 per cent o% the 
1920 prices.”

MISSOURI GIRLS OF 
_18CAN WED WITHOUT 
CONSENT IN ILLINOIS 


Attorney-General’s Ruling Is Re- 
ceived by County Clerk 
at Belleville. 


| §$t. Louis and Missouri girls more 
than 18 years of age but less than 
21, who want to be.married and can- 
not obtain parental consent, need not 


| worry, provided they think it is 


| more important to get married than 


| to regard their parents’ wishes. They 


need only cross the river to Illinois, 
| where the law gives a girl of 18 the 
right to get married without her par- 
ents’ consent. 
That has been the Illinois law all 
along. It was the Missouri law, too, 
up to June 20, last. A new law went 
into effect on that date, under which 
|}no girl under 21 years of age could 
| get married in Missouri without pa- 
rental consent unless she was 19 be- 
fore the law went into effect. 

Since then County Clerk Hoerr at 
Belleville and officials of other IIli- 
nois counties have been refusing 
licenses to Missouri girls under 21 
years of age, under the supposition 
that a marriage under the circum- 
stances would be null in Missouri.

BATTLE CRUSER SEE 


U. S. Proposals, With Aircraft 
Development and War Lessons, 
Believed to Spell the End. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The 


Washington conference will spell the 
end for tattle cruisers as naval! 
weapons, in the opinion of many 
naval officers here. It is not alone, 
it was said today, tnat the American 


proposals for raval reductions seem 
to tend towarl elimination of the 
craft from future fleets, but al : 
developments and the battle of Juf- 
land are held by some naval experts 
to have answered in the negative the 
theories or. which battle cruiser con- 
struction was first undertaken. ., 

It may well be that the willingness 
of the United States, under the re- 
duction proposals submitted by Sec- 
retary Hughes to the conference 
which would leave the American 
fleet without battle cruisers, al- 
though Great Britain and Japan 
would retain four each, rests partly 
at least on these conditions. 

The original argument for bagtls 
cruisers was that swift, heavily 
armed ships would be invaluable for 
scouting purposes to go ahead. of 
the battle fleet and establish touch 
with the enemy. Naval practice 
had then devised the eect <8 
ing destroyer and light per 
screen idéa to mask the movements 
of a main fleet. A battle cruiser. 
it was said, would have power and 
speed to crush through such a line, 
locate the masked fleet and | 
to its own fleet with the vital in- 
formation. 

At best, however, it is now said, 
battle cruisers of the largest tyne 
yet planned would not exceed 35 
knots speed, while aircraft capable 
of 100 knots, immune from attack 
by surface craft. as long as they_re- 
mained high in the air, and cheap 
of construction, can operate much 
more effectively when it is neces- 
sary to know what may lie behind 
an enemy screen. ;

But in 
a general way I am greatly pleased 
at the methods pursued and am en- 
tertaining a strong hope that the 
conference will result in an agree- 
ment which will stop, at least for a 
period of years, the race of the 
world Powers to build great fighting 
navies.”’

VERY sympathizer with Ger- 
many pursued the President 
relentlessly with insistent de- 
mand that England should be 
/brought to book for the unreasona- 
ble character of the blockade which 
she was carrying on against our 
commerce on the high seas. The 
President in every diplomatic way 
possible pressed America’s clainis 
against England, but these demands 
did not satisfy the German sympa- 
thizers throughout the country, who 


| covertly sought to bring about-a real 
'breach letweén the two countries. 
| Even I felt that we should go fur- 

ther in our demands upon England 
|than the President seemed willing to 
| go. 

The pressure upon us at the White 
House for satisfaction at the hands 
of England grew more intense with 
each day I recall a conversation I 
had with the President shortly be- 
fore the Congressional’ elections 
‘when the President's political ene-

Then looking squarely at me, he 
‘said: “I have gone to the very limit 
iin pressing our claims upon England 
‘and in urging the British Foreign 
Office to modify the blockade. Wal- 
‘ter Page, our Ambassador to Eng- 
land, has placed every emphasis up- 
on our insistence that something be 
done, and something will be done; 
but England, now in the throes of a 
great war crisis, must at least be 
given a chance to adjust these mat- 
ters. Only a few days ago Mr. Page 
wrote me a most interesting letter, 
degcribing the details of a confer- 
‘ence he had had with Sir Edward 
'Grey, the British Foreign Secretary, 
‘to discuss our protests against the 
| British blockade. Mr. Page described 
‘the room in which the conference 
'was held, on the wall of which was 
heme as a memorial the $15,000,006 
check with which Great Britain had 
| paid the Alabama claims in the Civil 
| War. Mr. Page pointed to this Ala- 
‘'bama check and said: ‘If you don't 
‘stop these seizures, Sir Edward, some 
‘day you will have your entire room 
'papered with things like that. 
Edward replied: ‘That may be so, 
‘but we will pay every cent. 
course, many of the restrictions we 
have laid down and which seriously 
interfere with your trade are unrea- 
sonable. But America must remem- 
ber that we are fighting her fight as 
well as our own, to save the civiliza- 
‘tion of the world. You dare not 
| press us too far!’” Again turning to 
me. the President said: “He was 
‘right. England is fighting our fight, 
and you may well understand that I 
shall not, in the present state of the 
world’s affairs, place obstacles in her 
way. Many of our critics suggest 
war with England in order to force 
reparation in these matters. War 
with England would result in Ger- 
man triumph. No matter what may 
happen to me personally in the next 
election, I will be damned if I will 
take any action to embarrass Eng- 
land when she is fighting for her life 
and the life of the world. Let those 
who clamor for radical action 


against England understand this! 
The Sinking of the Lasitania. 
While the critics of the President 
were busily engaged in embarrassing 
and “hazing” him at every point and 
insisting upon @ “show-down”™ with 
Great Britain over the blockade, the 
| world was startled on May 7. 1915, 


bv the news of the sinking of the 
| Lusitania, one of the great trans- 
atlantic liners, off the coast of Ire- 
land, resulting in the Joss of many 


American lives. A few days later 
came the news that the German peo- 
ple were rejoicing at the fine stroke 
of the submarine commander in con- 
summating this horrible tragedy. 


The President's critics, who a few 
days before were assailing him for 
his supposed surrender to England, 
were now demanding an immediate 
declaration of war against Germany, 
but not for a moment did the Presi- 
dent waver before these clamorous 
demands. Apparently in the midst of 
the din and roar of criticism which 
now was his portion he was unmcved 
and calm. To such an unreasonable 
extent did he carry this attitude that 
on ‘“‘the outside” the people felt that 
there was in him a _  heartlessness 
and an indifference to the deep trag- 


edy of the Lusitania. At my first 


| meeting with him I tried to call to 
his attention many of the tragic de- 


| tails of the sinking of the great ship 
'in an effort to force his hands, so to 


speak, but he quickly checked what 
appeared to be my youthful impetu- 
osity and said: “‘Tumulty, it would be 


| much wiser for us not to dwell too 


much upon these matters.” When he 
uttered this admonition there was 
no suggestion of coldness about him. 
In fact, he seemed to be deeply

one. I dare not act unjustly and 
cannot indulge my own passionate 
feelings.’”’ 


Horror of Lusitania. 


Evidently he saw that his turning 
away from the discussion of it in this 
indifferent ‘way did not sit well with 
me. Quickly he understood my feel- 
ings of dissatisfaction and said: “I 
| suppose you ink I am cold and in- 
different and little less than human, 
| but, my dear fellow, you are mis- 
_ taken, for I have spent many sleep- 
less hours thinking ahout this trag- 
‘edy. It has hung over me like a 
‘terrible nightmare. In God's name, 
how could any nation calling itself 
civilized purpose sO horrible a 
thing?” : 
At the time we were discussing this 
grave matter we were seated in the 
President's study in the White 
House. I had never seen him more 
serious or careworn. I was aware 
that he was suffering under the 
criticism that had been heaped upon 
him for his apparent inaction in the 
matter of the Lusitania. Turning to 
me he said: “Let me try to make my 
attitude in this matter plain to you, 
so that you at least will try to un- 
derstand what lies in my thoughts. 
I am bound to consider in the most 
careful and cautious way the first 
step I shall take, because once hav- 
ing taken it I cannot withdraw from 
it. I am bound to consider before- 
hand all the facts and circumstances 
surrounding the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania and to calculate the effect 
upon the country of every ineautions 
or unwise move. I am keenly aware 
that the feeling of the country is 
now at fever heat and that it is 
ready to move with me in any di- 
rection I shall suggest, but I am 
bound to weigh carefully the effect 
of radical action now based upon 
the present emotionalism of the peo- 
ple which is rampant throughout the 
| country. I am not sure whether the 
| present emotionalism of the country 
‘would last long enough to sustain 
any action I would suggest to Con- 
gress, and thus in case of failure we 
would be left without that fine back- 
‘ing and support so necessary to 
maintain a great cause. I could go 
to Congress tomorrow and advocate 
war with Germany, and I feel cer- 
tain that Congress would support 
me, but what would the country say 
when war was deciarea, 
came, and we were witnessing all of 
its horrors and bloody aftermath? 
As the people pored over the casual- 
ity lists, would they not say, Why 
| did Wilson move so fast in this mat- 
‘ter? Why didn't he try peaceably 
ito settle this question with Germany? 
|Why could he not have waited a lit- 
tle longer?. Why was he so anxious 
to go to war with Germany, yet at 
the same time why was he so tender 
of the feelings of Great Britain in 
the matter of the blockade? Were 
Il to advise radical action now, we 
would have nothing, I am afraid, 
but regrets and heartbreaks. The 
vastness of this country; its varie- 
gated elements, the conflicting croas- 
currents of national’ feelings bid us 
wait and withhold ourselves from 
hasty or precipitate action.

Then, leaning closer to me, he 
said: “It will not do for me to act 
as if I had been hurried into precipi- 
tate action against Germany. I must 
answer for the consequences of my 
action. What is the picture that lies 
before me? All the great nations of 
Europe at war, engaged in a verit- 
able death grapple that may involve 
civilization. My earnest hope and 
fervent prayer has been that Amer- 
ica could withhold herself and re- 
main out of this terrible mess and 
steer clear of European embroil- 
ments, and at the right time offer 
herself as the only mediating influ- 
ence to bring about peace. We are 
the only great nation now free to do 
this. If we should go in, then the 
whole civilized world will become in- 
volved. What a pretty mess it would 
be! America, the only nation dis- 
connected from this thing and now 
she is surrendering the leadership 
she now occupies and becomes in- 
volved as other nations have. -Think 
of the tragedy! Iam not afraid to 
go to war. No manfit to be Presi- 
dent of this nation, knowing the way 
its people would respond to any de- 
mand that might be made upon 
them, need have fears or doubts as 
to what stand it would finally take. 
But what I fear more than anything 
else is the possibility of world bank- 
ruptcy that may inevitably follow our 
getting into this thing. Not only 
world chaos and bankruptcy, but all 
of the distempers, social, moral and 
industrial, that will flow from this 
world cataclysm. No sane man, 
therefore, who knows the dangerous 
elements that are abroad in the 
world would, without feeling out 
every move, seek to lead his people 
without counting the cost, and dis-

Building Costs. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
EGARDING your editorial about 
starting building business, want to 

say a few words. I have been connected 

with building business for over 30 years 
and believe I know what I am talking 
abeut. One thing is necessary, and that 
is to bring building costs down to where 
the financier can see his way clear to 
lend money enough to put up the build- 
ings and not lose by doing so. First item 
ts cellar digging. This costs today about 
four times what it did five years ago be- 
cause of labor or team hire. Both can be 
cut. Labo $5 per day to not over 
$3. teams from $7 to $5.° Next, concrete 
and stone work. Gravel, stone and ce- 
ment are three times what they ought to 

be. The quarry man is getting $4.50 a 

perch for sione that is worth and has 

been sold for $1.65 and less. Cement 
$2.76 per barrel that has been sold for 

6 cents. Gravel and sand are unjusti- 

‘flably high. There is no real reason for 
these prices, as the cost of getting to the 
buyer is very little. if any higher than

The last shooting at the now famous Egan bar is 
of more than ordinary interest if for no other reason 
than that its motive is obscure and, whatever it 
may be, is a departure from such usual objectives of 
gun play as robbery and “woman” affairs.

Instead of curling his forefinger 
about, the cue, he merely touches 
its tip to the tip of his thumb, 
leaving room for a lot of play. The 
aim is easily diverted in delivering 
the stroke with such a grip. 

Hoppe carries the tripod system 
into his masse shots. His regular 
masse bridge is almost a perfect 
tripod, formed by the last three 
finger tips spread apart, his fore- 
finger curled up out of the way, 
and control of the cue govegned 
by the thumb. 

When he masses on the rail, he 
slips the third finger under the 
edge of the rail and bridges on top 
of it with his other three fingers, 
guiding the cue with his thumb. 
The third finger is the steadying 
influence here, in a play where in 
a solid bridge seems impossible.

Jigger Enabled 
Evans to Reduce 
Number of Clubs 


Chick Would Rename It “Old 
Six-in-One”’ as Whole Game 
Could Be Played With It. 


By Charles (Chick) Evans Jr. 


(Copyright, 1921.) 
Now that this year’s season is 


nearing its close I think it would be 
a good thing for the average golfer 
to devote the playing days he may 
still have this fall entirely to prac- 
tice. This can precede any indoor 
work he may do this winter and 
make him ready for much bétter 
playing when the fairways bloom in 
the spring. 


I have spoken of how I have nar- 
nowed down my bag of clubs. This 
has largely been made possible by 
that valuable club—-the jigger. The 
jigger adds something to every gol- 
fer’s range of play. It has so many 
uses and comes in so handily in so 
many different places that I some- 
times think this club should be re- 
named. I would call it old six-in- 
one, for I think I could play almost 
the whole game with it. 

The jigger came into the game in 
comparatively recent years—I don’t 
know exactly when it made its first 
appearance. I got hold of one and 
I liked it from the start. I use it 
now so much that often I notice that 
my first impulse is to call for the 
jigger on many different shots, and 


after the shot has first been meas- 
ured by the jigger. 
200 Yards With Jigger. 

The jigger will put out a drive of 
200 yards easily enough. It makesa 
good tee club when there is a hill or 
water hazard to be carried. It also 


is great from the tee when the play- 
er wishes his ball to stop dead. The 
jigger lofts the ball and, when the 
ball is hard hit with it, I think there 
is a tendency to impart some back- 
spin to the ball which makes the 
shot fall with little run. As I always 
have believed that golf should be 
played through the air this use of 
the jigger appeals to me. I usually 
use my jigger for pitch shots to the 
green unless the pitch is very short. 
For long pitches, say 150 yards, I 
find the jigger better th4&n the mid- 
iron. 

Out on the fairway I always use 
the jigger for the short iron shots 
and I find myself the last year or 
sO inclined to press the jigger a little 
instead of taking a longer iron, I 
get better results that way. I can 
hit the ball a little high with the jig- 
ger and get almost brassie distance 
with a truer flight. . 


Keep Weight Ahead of Shot. | 
To alternate the fall practice and | 
make it most interesting the player,| 
might well look to the manner in| 
which he keeps his weight ahead of 


his shot. If he fails to do this the 
old enemies Slice and Hook appear. 
The player should hit distinctly from 
the take-off at the end of the back 
stroke. That is, just as you start 


that point, and with good balance at 
the top of the upward swing, or, in 
other words, at tre instant when 
the down swing begins, a clean hit 
and a pretty ball are likely to result. 

Do not straighten the left arm out 
stiffly, for doing so will give you a 
tendency to sweep the ball off the 
tee rather than hit it off, with also 
the danger that the hands will pre- 
cede the clubhead. My tip is this: 
Let the left arm bend just a little 
bit at the end, not much, but enough 
to let you feel the rhythm, to make 
you sense that you are going to hit 
the ball. 

Golf Methods Vary. 

All golf methods should be em- 
ployed approximately, for the phy- 
sique of every player differs from 
that of others and the manner of 
playing thue must vary a bit, too. 
When you feel the clubhead like @ 
weight it will dip a trifle at the end ' 
of the back stroke, instead of being on, 
a straight line. This gives a more re- 
laxed wrist, better rhythm and more 
slap to the club face and better ball 
impact, which in turn give a smooth- 
er flight and more pace to the ball. 
Because I hed in mind making the 
two halves of the stroke exactly the 
same I corrected the follow-through 
by not letting the right arm finish 
too stiffly. I also have shortened 
down my driving ewing a good deal 
on the upward stroke, which gives 
me more accuracy. However, I use 
the full swing a good deal in day-by- 
day playing. I shorten it up in tour- 
nament play, where accuracy and 
accuracy alone, I hold, leads to. 
championships. The longer swing 
yields more zest for the sverage
